THE USB OF GASOLINE. 


Q'he constant repetition of fires pro- 


ceeding from the uao of gasoline tug- 
gosts that there aro many 
persons in 


the land who aro indulging in the use 
of this dangerous {laid entirely unaware 
that by BO doing they vitiute their poli- 
cies of insurance. 
Those people seldom 


if over need their policies und tiro ap- 
parently ignorant of the clause forfeiting 
the burning of gasoline. It has occurred 
already many times Unit the company 
holding policies on property destroyed 
by flrc from this cause hnve been deri- 
ded and abused severely for suggesting 
their non-liability for 
Ores caused by 


gasoline, and as usual there is great 
deal of simplicity displayed by persons 
who have suffered from this cause, and 
supposed they could use it with impun- 
ity. 
The public need to bo cautioned 


in relation to this matter. 
Fire insur- 


ance policies which do not contain an 
express waiver of the gasoline clause 
are not worth the paper they aro print- 
ed upon, when tho owners of property 
permit the use of gasoline, Better by 
far that this fnot should he understood, 
before a fire, while there is a chance to 
remedy the evil, than afterwards when 
it is too late, 
There ia a duty in this 


connection incumbent upon landlords 
which should be insisted upon by tho 
companies covering buildings. 
It is tho 


duty of preventing their tenants from 
introducing gasoline lights upon the 
promises without 
the consent of the 


oompany. 
Only by virtue of their con- 


sent should tenants be permitted to use 
it at nl). 
This may bo done surrepti- 


tiously sometimes and may not always 
be discoverable, but an effort should be 
made to prevent it, wherever due dili- 
gence will accomplish it. 


At all events, let it be understood 


that tho use of gasoline, unless permis- 
sion is endorsed upon the policy, viti- 
ates the insurance.—St. Lows Journal.
